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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This action is in response to the papers filed September 13, 2005. Currently, 
claims 24, 30-31, 47, 49, 51-67 are pending. 

2. Any objections and rejections not reiterated below are hereby withdrawn in view 
of the amendments to the claims and the declaration filed by Dr. Christine Morrison, 
dated September 13, 2005. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

3. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

6. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 
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The claims have been amended to be directed to a probe consisting of SEQ ID 
NO 49, 50, 51 . In the declaration filed on September 13, 2005 by Dr. Christine 
Morrison, analysis and particular examples have been provided which indicates the 
unexpected properties of SEQ ID NO: 49, 50, and 51 . Each of these probes was tested 
for specificity and for sensitivity and yielded the superior results to at least 3 other 
probes in the same ITS2 region. Therefore, SEQ ID NO: 49, 50, 51 have unexpected 
properties and are non obvious over the cited references. As indicated previously, SEQ 
ID NO: 6, 7 are free of the art.
